THE SUPREME COURT. 


s the Distinctive Feature of Our Con- 


stitution. 


Thoughtful men, the 
world over, 


have not been lacking in praise of our 
constitution and system of government. 
As the years go by it becomes more ap- 
parent that the distinctive feature of 
the constitution Is its judicial system, 
with the supreme court at its head. Not 
n the mere fact of a judicial system, 
'or courts were a ipart of our Anglo 
3axon inheritance. Indeed, long before 
he settlement of this country execu 
live, legislative, and judicial depart 
ments and functions were in existence 
But the significance is in the power 
riven to the supreme court, and given 
n a republic formed by a union o 
states, which, 
though 
surrendering 


some of the absolute supremacy of a 
nation, were continued in possession o 
a large amount of independent author- 
ty. 


We call ours a federal system of gov- 


ernment. It is federal because there Is 
i nation and states within and a par 
>f that nation—a nation supreme In 
national affairs and in foreign rela- 
ions, and yet powerless to control the 
purely local interests of the separate 
tales. 
We rightfully speak of the re- 


iublic«as a nation possessed1 In its re- 
ation to the nations of the world of 
all the essential attributes of national- 
ly, yet we know that the nation, that 
ongress as the legislative body of the 
lation, is impotent to regulate the po- 
ice affairs of the smallest village in 
any state. Over local affairs the states 
are as supreme as though they were 
not integral parts of the republic. '

UNION FOR GIRLS 


Domestics Talk of Organizing In Order 


To Secure Mare. Rights Tnat 


are Due Them. 


WHAT WILL THE MISTRESS DO? 


Will She Have Any Rights Left to 


Her. 


Some of the working girls of the c.,y 
have started a movement to form a 
union for their own protection and for 
the regulation of wages. 


Most every othai class of,working 


people have formed a union and now 
the walking girls think they should do 
the same thing and that they would be 
beuefkted. 
The movement is now be- 


ing pushed 
particularly among the 


girls who .ire employed as domestics 
In private- families, but such a union 
if organized will" probably include all 
classes of girls who work. 


One oi the- young \\omen who is par- 


ticularly mtoreste-J in the union and 
svho is pushing its 
organization in 


speaking: of the plan salJ 


-Why 
should not the working girls 


of Deiatur have a union as -nell as 
any othei (lass of neople. 
Carpenters, 


railroad men. pointers and others are 
formed in organizations for their own 
protection and as a matter of fact we 
poor givli need protection a good >-eal 
niou- th,m the men who are better able 
to take .-are of themselves. 


"In Deiatur there are several hun- 


dred or good, intelligent hard working 
girls \\hu .11 e employed at >- and $2.50 
a week. 
Such pay is not enough to' 


allow these employes a comfortable 
living. 
Many of these girla have no 


homes and ,ire compelleu to ;work and 
they muM lake the small wages for 
fear they cannot find other -employ- 
ment. 


'There is still another thing to con- 


sider fiom the 
working girl's stand- 


point. 
She not only gets poor wages, 


but In many homes she must stand all 
kinds of abuse. 
Many families give 


their employes no consideration what- 
ever, but abuse the girls because they 
know that they must keep on working. 


"We must -spend all our time in the 


kitchen working during the day and 
we have no 'place to receive friends if 
we want to have callers. 
We have 


absolutely no advantages at all, or at 
least that -Is the case with most of 
the girls who work, and with it all 
we get such poor pay that we can 
scarcely Jiave anything- for ourselves 
nnd many of us are compelled to take 
all kinds of abuse and ill-treatment. 
"The reason we want a union is that 


we may in that way have a few more 
rights which we think aie clue us and 
may be able to get better pay for the 
hard work we do. 
The idea also Is to 


lave possibly some insurance or bene- 
fit features in connection with the un- 
on and that would also be a help to 
us." 


A meeting will probably soon be helfl 


for the purpose of taking some step* 
toward the organization of the union.

who take the trouble to spray know 
that they have drugs which will be ef- 
fective. Copper sulphate, which is an- 
other drug often used in spraying, is 
cheap and therefore there Is not much 
danger of adulteration."

AN AMERICAN DESERT. 


No Cultivated Place on State Line Be- 


tween Utah and Arizona. 


H. B. Carpenter, a civil engineer who 


has just completed the survey of the 
southern line of Utah, says the bound- 
ary between that state and Arizona 
does not cross a foot of cultivated 
land. 
It traverses a desert which Is 


cut up by great canyons that are al- 
most impassable. 
The length of the 


line Is 277 miles. 


Landmarks along the line will make 


it possible for the boundary to be lo- 
cated without any difficulty in the fu- 
ture. 
Just cast of the Colorado river 


a sandstone butte rises 
1,000 
feet 


above the plain, and the very peak of 
this butte is exactly on the boundary. 
Mr. Carpenter named the peak State 
Line Butte.

er peak.

SUFFERN DEVELOPS NEW VARIETIES OF CORN 


WILL MEAN MUCH TO MILLERS OF THAT GRAIN 


It is perhaps, a, bit odd, but It is 


true, nevertheless, that even, in Illinois 
one of the greatest corn-growing states 
In the union, with more than 90 per 
cent, of the people, corn is merely corn, 
the only recognized differences being 
in the color. Fewer than even 10 per 
cent, of the'people would be able to 
tell the name of any one of the dozens 
of varieties of corn if they should have 
it offered for their inspection. The 
men engaged in the business of breed- 
ing corn are quite confident that the 
day is not far distant when corn will 
be sold under the name of the variety 
to which It belongs, and that when the 
name of any particular variety is men- 
tioned, at once in his mind's eye the 
average man will picture that partic- 
ular kind of corn and Instinctively 
know the special qualltes for which 
it is grown. 


J. C. Suffern, who Is conducting a 


seed store on Broadway, could tell 
you some things about corn that would 
surprise you unless you happen to be 
a corn expert. 
He has spent almost 


a life time in the business of breed- 
Ing plants and grains, and has produc- 
ed some varieties wblch are known to 
seedmen at least in every 
country 


where corn is grown. 
Mr. Suffern will 


wilhln the next year put on the mar- 
ket two varieties, of corn which he has 
propagated and for which he claims 
qualities more distinctive than for any 
variety of corn 
he ever developed. 


Breeders of corn or other grains de- 
velop; they do not make or create, 
and do not make any such pretesions. 


Different corn goods of course de- 


mand different Qualities in the grain. 
For instance the mills which grind 
corn for, glucose find in the grain In 
large per cent a Quality greatly desir- 
ed by the hominy 
mills, but to the 


makers of glucose it Is practically Just 
that much waste. With the hominy 
men the same thing-is true except that 
what is valuable to the glucose man Is 
waste for homdny. Mr. Suffern has de- 
veloped two varieties of corn each of 
which contains 90 per cent, of the 
qualities especially desired by the two 
different manufacturers. He says that 
in Chicago there Is a glucose manufac- 
turing concern which annually con- 
sumes 65,000,000 bushels of yellow corn. 
Under existing conditions the glucose 
men can buy only "corn," without re- 
gard to its qualities. 
More than 50 


per cent, of the grain that they grind 
comes out in cheap feed. Their needs 
require a grain rich in starch and one 
of the new varieties which Mr. Suf- 
fern has developed, a yellow corn, will 
contain more than 94 per cent, starch 
His experiments- on that line came 
as the result of a conference with the 
glucose manufacturers. The value of 
this new variety will be more fully 
understood by the 
layman when ne 


learns that mongrel corn contains not 


,Msm«r>«««wvw^ 
•— »•" 
more than 25 per cent, starch. 


The starchy portion of corn Is that 


part, which resembles /lour when the 
grain Is crushed. 
When 'the 
expert 


picks u.p a grain of starch corn and 
calls attention to Its appearance, even 
the novice is prepared for the next 
move when he picks up a grain of (lint- 
like corn and calls attention to the ab- 
sence of starch and the preponderance 
of that quality known as "corneous." 
Mr. Suffern has developed a variety of 
white corn which is even richer In 
"corneous" than Is the other variely In 
starch. 
These two will be on the 


market next year and he has a variety 
of white starch corn which will be on 
the market a year later. 


It is plain to be seen that these \ ari- 


etles of corn will save to the millers a 
vast amount of waste. It seems easily 
possible that within a few years the 
manufacturers of corn goods will be 
so independent, by reason of these ex- 
periments, that they will not buy un- 
less the grain is exactly what they 
wish. The volume of the by-product 
will be reduced to the minimum and 
the volume of the quality desired will 
be increased In the same proportion. 


This .matter of developing new vari- 


eties of grain Is Hk<; many other things 
—It's easy If you know how, and care 
to iput In the necessary amount of 
time. 
In the flrst place one must 


know what qualities are desired and 
must be able to recognize them when 
they are encountered. 
Mr. Suflern 


says that the "corneous" corn 
which 


he will put on the market next season 
Is the result of twelve years of study 
and experimenting. 
Desiring to pro- 


duce a grain, in which starch would 
largely predominate, ' he flrst selected 
some grains in which the nake-' eye 
could readily distinguish that starch 
predominated. These were planted ,ind 
when the crop came to maturity 
a 


search was made for grains of corn in 
which the starch was strong. These 
were saved and planted the next rea- 
son, that plan being repealed over md 
over again each year, the amount of 
starch increasing until now he has a 
variety that will produce upwards of 
90 per cent, of the quality desired. 


The plant breeder not only carefully 


selects the seed, but carefully watches 
and trains the growth of the pl.mt, 
especially If he Is endeavoring to pro- 
duce in corn for Instance, an ear that 
will be ideal in size and shape. 


Mr. Suffern was the flrst breeder 


to develop a sunflower with pure white 
seed. 
Any one who has ever seen a 


sunflower knows 
that the seeds are 


black and glossy. 
Mr. Suffern took 


the lightest colored seeds that he could 
find and planted them and each season 
after that he continued on that theory 
until at lost- he actually produced u 
sunflower 
with 
white seed. 
That 


was not all for m«re, curiosity, Jnsu 
to see what he could do. 
Sunflower 


seeds have a commercial value. An oil 
Is extracted from the seeds. Whlto 
seed produces a light colored oil ami 
lessen the expense of clarifying, ana 
consequently are in demand. 
Perhaps 


you have used oil from sunflower need, 
under the label "Pure olive oil." 


After he had demonstrated to hi* 


own satlsfjicllon what could be done 
In that line, 
Mr. Suffern developed 


sunflowers with seeds red, violet and 
other shades. 


Naturally the question arises, does It 


pay to put In so much time developing 
these varieties and that question wan 
put to the expert with the 
added 


question, "Do not other seed men steal 
your ideas and reap the profit? 
Hn 


explained the situation thus: "When I 
develop a new variety I sell seed to 
other Hcedmen and they grow that 
variety for their customers, but when 
they want fresh seed they always come 
back to the man who originated thr ' 
variety. 
We have an Illustration of 


that fact in the house now. 
Here Is 


an order from a Tennessee seed house 
for 5,000 bushels of a varlet'y of whit* 
corn which I developed and first put 
on the market nearly twenty years ago. 
When 
that house wants that variety 


they send to the man who originated 
it. 


"There Is one popular theory about 


the seed business which Is wrong, and 
that Is that seedmen have their own 
fields and grow all of their own plants 
and grains. 
Except when developing 


their new varieties, their seed plants 
and grains are grown by farmers, of 
course under the direction of the breed- 
er. The expert finds his task when 
he comes to sort the crop and selcnt 
that which Is fit for seed. 


Since the drat of January the Suf- 


fern company has been busy night and 
day, twenty men being employed 
In 


sorting the seed to fill the orders re- 
ceived. 
The business has grown in a 


way that Is gratifying to the owners. 
The Company recently purchased a lot 
on North Union street nnd It Is the In- 
tention during the coming summer to 
erect upon that site a big warehouse In 
which they can store their stock and In 
which they can arrange greater con- 
veniences for handling a larger volume 
of business."

York to live.

a good place to spend it, which may 
account tor so many of you being res- 
idents of this city. 


Many years ago there was in the

stitution, he said, could be determined 
only bv law and not by any self-cre- 
ated code. 
I ontinuing Mr. Baer said: 


"The law allows ihe 'vorkingtnan of 


today to be the captain of industrj 
di tomorrow (cheers) and it is this 
that has developed the natural power 
of Pennsylvania and made her the first 
industrial state, not only of tho United 
States but of the entire world, 


I quote again fiom the constitution 


that people of the state have the sole 
right to regulate the internal policy 
of that state. 
And whether we know 


t or not theie is grave danger^of that 
grand old idea of local autonomy being 
gradually taken from us. 


Tha local autonomy of states is a 


fundamental part of American con- 
stitutional liberty and it was on that 
pririciple that Pennsylvania started her 
•areer of statehood. 
Through 
the 


war of the secession we were 
not 


willing to surrender it, and we are not 
willing to surrender it now. 
We will 


surrender the government of the state 
of Pennsylvania to no one. (cheers.) 


The experiments of those who would 


have us do otherwise are in vain, for 
there are constitutional limitations. If 
the masses will not respect these lim- 
tations there is a tribunal, the great- 
est the world ever Saw, the supreme 
court of the United States, which will 
see to it that tinkering politicians do 
not override that constitution. 


And when the period of momentary 


excitement has passed away 
there 


will be no danger of an amendment 
of the constitution by men who do not 
understand the fundamental theories 
of free government. 


Maybe you will ask me why I have 


spoken as I have tonight. 
I answer 


you that I do it because when consti- 
tutional limitations are set aside and 
overlooked It is well to have frequent 
recurrence to the early principles of 
that constitution, so that we may go 
on preserving the blessings of liberty 
and keep our government free."

Little Surprise Prepared in Easterly

Results in an 


Accident. 


THE CANDIDATE GOT 
RATTLED. 


And Fired Blank Cartridge Into Jesse 


Dowel I's Face. 


A pistol, a, blank cartridge and a 


candidate for Initiation caused a bad 
powder bum for- Jesse Dow ell and a 
few moments uneasiness for the mem- 
bers of Easterly Camp No. 1626, M. W. 
of A. 


At the meeting of the organization 


Wednesday night a new candidate, C. 
O. Whltneyi who lives south of the 
city, accidentally shot Jesse 
Dowell 


with a blank cartridge. 
Mr. Dowell 


was not seriously hurt but was badly 
burned with powder on the left side 
of his nose and he had a narrow es- 
cape from losing his left eye. 
The whole thing was purely an acci- 


dent, and happened during the course 
of the initiation of 
new 
members. 


Some of the members of the lodge who 
weie witnessing the exercises did not 
lealiae for a few minutes that any- 
thing serious had happened but some 
of the team who had not been ac- 
quainted with the program to be car- 
ried out were frightened and thought 
Lhat Mr. Whitney was resenting the In- 
itiation and using a gun. Several 
members rushed from the 
hall 
and 


calls for physicians were made over 
th? telephone. 


The members of the lodge explain 
that In the course of the initiatory 
exercises there is a part where a little 
fun is introduced. The shooting of the 
pistol has nothing to do with the reg- 
ular ritual of the initiation but it was 
introduced as a little side play for 
the entertainment of the members. 
Jesse Dowell and James Hall were 


mainly in charge of the Initiation and 
they were assisted by a team compos- 
ed of other members. 


Mr. Hall gave to Whitney a pistol 


loaded with a blank cartridge and at a 
certain time Whitney was to draw the 
pistol and point It toward the floor and 
pull the trigger. 


Dowell knew all about the plans to 


use the pistol but the rest of the team 
did nbt know anything of It and the 
whole thing was to be a surprise. 


Unexpected Success. 
When the proper time in the exer- 


cises came Whitney pulled out the re- 
volver and tried to shoot it toward the 
floor but some one accidentally struck 
his arm and the pistol being discharg- 
ed just at that moment was leveled 
tovVard Dowell who was standing In 
front of the candidate and Dowell re- 
ceived the full charge of powder in 
his face. 
The most of the powder 


lodged in the flesh on the left side of 
the nose und just under the left eye. 
The flesh was blackened all down one 
side of the nose and Mr. Dowell's fore- 
head and (,yelids were burned in spots. 


No serious results will follow the 


accident but Mr. Dowell will have a very 
sore face for a. long time and the 
powder burns will leave a bad si ar. 


Just after the pistol was discharged 


Dowell suddenly placed his hands over 
hig eyes and as soon as it was realiz- 
ed he had been hurt he was assisted 
to an ante room. Dr. J. H. Burke was 
In the lodge hall at the time and at- 
tended the Injured man and later he 
was taken to his home in a carriage. 
Tbe meeting and initiation was sus- 


pended for a time but when It was 
found that Mr. Dowell's injuries were 
not dangerous the Initiation was con- 
tl'nued and completed. Besides 
Mr. 


Whitney, one other candidate, George 
Tuttle, -was initiated. 


The principals in the affair and the 


members of the lodge all regretted that 
the accident had happened but they all 
said it was entirely accidental

Telegraphed to the City By Secretary 


Loeb on Thursday. 


It is a settled fact that President 


Roosevelt will dedicate the James Mll- 
likin Univeisity on June 4th. 
Until 


Thuisday there . had been 
a slight 


doubt of the ability of the local com- 
mittee to carry out the program as 
suggested by the Herald. 
The people 


of Decatur were willing but there was 
a possibility that the president might 
nut find it possible. In response to the 
Hist telegram sent to Secretary Loeb 
a reply was received asking that the 
university portion of the program be 
omitted. 
This program called for the 


speech at the dedication, another in 
the business center and a third at the 
station. 
A more detailed statement 


was sent to Mr. Loeb together with 
the statement that the proposed speech 
In the business center could be left 
out. 
This settled tho matter to the 


president's 
satisfaction. 
Thursday 


afternoon Postmaster Calhoun received 
a telegram from Secretary Loeb which 
briefly stated: 


"Program is approved." 
That .settles the entire question and 


the president of the United States will 
have a part in the dedication of De- 
catur's handsome new university. No 
other plan would have so thoroughly 
satisfied the people . 
It will afford 


the gi eatest possible number of people 
[in opportunity to see and hear the 
: hlef executive. 
The chances are that 


the president will consent to speak in 
tho business center o£ thq city on the 
clay of his •visit. 
At any rate he will 


speak at the university and the sta- 
:!on and his long drive from the form- 
er to the latter place will afford ex- 
cellent chnnces for all to see him.

the McKinley Decatur-Spring- 


field Line. 


WILL GO OUT GREEN STREET. 


Promise That Road Will be Ready 


By Winter. 


The Danville., Urbana and 
Cham- 
paign intermbaii railroad began 
to 
take on an appearance of reality Thurs- 
day when the following telegram was 
received by W. A. Bixby who Is look- 
ng after the interests of the company 
in this city; 
"We have ordered fifty tons of rails 


for Decatur from Ft. Wayne. 
W. B. McKinley." 


This means that soon the first ship- 


ment of rails will arrive in Decatur. 
Mr. MoKlnley some months ago placed 
an order for 100 miles of rails 
and 


some of these will be sent to this city. 
This lot of tifty tons will simply be 


the first shipment and other shipments 
will arrive soon after the first. 


There has been so much talk about 


interurbans that the general 
public 


not acquainted with the 
facts 
has 


probably lost faith in ever seeing a 
road here but when the rails actually 
arrive and are unloaded 
the 
whole 


project will seem more like the real 
thing to Decatur people. 


Mr. Bixby says that there Is 
no 


doubt that the Danville, Urbana and 
Champaign interurban will be running 
between Decatur and Springfield be- 
fore snow flies again. 
It has been fully decided to run the 


road west out of the city on Green 
street but the right of way in the 
country has not yet been fully deter- 
mined upon. The rails when they ar- 
rive will be distributed along Green 
street so that they will be ready to 
lay as soon as the work begins 
Mr. Bixby has received 
a 
letter 


from W. H. Tarrant, the civil engin- 
eer, stating that he will be back in De- 
catur Friday to continue the work of 
surveying for the road. 
Mr, Tarrant 
has been at Champaign looking after 
the building of the road at that place.

Traction Company Plans Are Not to 


be Abandoned Because of Other 
Interurbane. 


DECISION IN ANOTHER 
WEEK. 


As to Plan Under Which Work Will 


Be Prosecuted. 


The eonstiuction rare between the 
rival Intel urban companies seeking to 
connect Decatur and Springfield with 
a line of that sort 
seems 
assured. 


Wednchda> the statement was 
made 


that the McKinley syndu ate had given 
to the men in charge o! the execution 
of the detail, instructions to hurry the 
work us rapidly as 
potsible. 
While 


none of the McKinley vindicate rep- 
resentatives suid as much it seemed 
likely th.it the plan to work on the 
Springrlield end of the li'ie was due to 
tho fai't that the repi esentatlves of 
the Decatur Traction company 
had 


announced that that icmipany would 
construct a line to the capital. 


Thursday when Messrs D. S. 
and 


W. L. Shellabarger of the Traction 
company were asked if their company 
would, adhere to the plan of constiuct- 
Ing- a line 
between 
Decatur 
and 


Springfield even though a rival com- 
pany entered the same field, they said 
that the plans of the nv.il company 
would not in the least cause them to 
hesitate. The company they 
repre- 


sented had determined to build 
to 


Springfield from this city and that 
plan would be adheicd to and they 
declared that they believed that the 
Traction company would be the first 
to have cars running into the capital 
city. 
W. L. Shellabarger called attention 


to the fact that the Traction com- 
pany already had a power house so 
well equipped that In addition to the 
local lines now operated, it could fur- 
nish power sufficient for twelve or 
fifteen miles of interurbiin road. 


On the theory that 
the 
building 


could be commenced at Decatur and he 
pointed out that while the construc- 
tion work was under way the Traction 
company could operate a line from 
this city to Nlantic. The power house 
will now furnish 600 horse power and 
it is estimated that 1000 horse power is 
all that would be needed for a line be- 
tween Decatur and Springfield. 


It is not the intention to 
depend, 


however, on the power station as It 
now exists. More poweiful machinery 
would be added to that plant for there 
is ample space there for machines of 
1000 
horse power. If that plan did not 


prove satisfactory the company would 
increase their house room by erecting 
another building on the lot adjoining 
their present power station or rather 
by making an addition to it. 


Before the end of pext week there 


will be something 
positive 
known 


about the plan. At present there is 
an option on the right to purchase the 
Traction company and consolidate it 
with the company which proposes to 
build the new interurban. 
That op- 


tion expires on April 1, Owners of the 
Traction company are rather indiffer- 
ent about the success Of the promoters 
and In fact will be quite well satisfied 
if they permit the option to expire 
without doing anything, 
in 
which 


event the men owning the Traction 
company will 
flname 
the 
project 


themselves. 


In cither event the expectation Is 


that the work will soon be under way 
and that there will be no let up once 
that It is started. One advantage pos- 
sessed by the Traction company is the 
fact that all of the lines 
necessary 


within the city are already constructed 
with the exception ot the West Eldo- 
rado street line and the work within 
the city as a rule Is slow and they 
have no slow worjc'l'o bother 
with. 


On the score of getting steel rails suf- 
ficient for the work, W. L. Shellabar- 
ger said that he had no uneasiness. 
His recent experience in getting steel 
for the extensions within the city led 
him to believe that he could get all 
of the material for 
the 
interurban 


within the required limit of time. 


NEW METHOD NEEDED 


Mine Inspector Taylor Talks About At- 


hens Accidents, 


State. Mine Inspector James Taylor, 


after a careful investigation of the 
ruins of the Athens mine, in which 
explosion six men 
loat 
their lives 


Monday, yesterday addressed a meet- 
ing of the miners and operators of 
the EighUi Illinois district and said 
he would soon recommend that a bet- 
ter method be established for "shoot- 
ing down coal" in the future. He did 
not place the blame for the horror, but 
outlined how the accident occurred. 
No one had entered the mine before he 
arrived on the scene for the ventila- 
tion was not proper and entrance was 
dangerous. He found that six holes 
had been driven in the breast of the 
level, and that the coal had not, been 
blocked out as it should have been and 
the charges had beeh placed in the 
holes In such a manner that when the 
explosion occurred the 
powder was 


blown out in the level to explode. The 
miners of the Eighth district were In- 
tensely interested In his report. It is 
the first accident in the third Illinois 
district since July 1, 1902.—Peorla. Her- 
ald-Transcript.

LIBRARY MOVING THE WAR EAGLE 


Will Occur About April 15, and th« 


Opening Will Come About Two 


Weeks Later. 


IT WILL BE INFORMAL AFFAIR. VALUED AT MORE THAN $20,000. 


Three Days Will be Allowed Public 
to Inspect Building. 


The public library will probably be 


moved trom the Powers building to the 
new Carneg-ie library building about 
April 15. The members of the library 
board held thcit 
regular 
meeting 


Thursday night and discussed the mat- 
ter of moving. 
The contractor has 


said that the building will be ready 
to turn ovei to the board about April 
15 and if that is the case the new li- 
brary building w ill be opened about 
May 1. 
, * # «i»l 


The membeis of the board did not 


discuss the details ot tne opening fur- 
ther than to decide that there will be 
no regulai exercises. It is likely that 
there will bo a formal opening lasting 
three days. 
The Ural two days will 


be for the grown people and the third 
day for the children. By having the 
opening continued over three days ev- 
eryone In the city who is interested in 
the building will have an opportunity 
of bee oming familiar with the place. 


As soon as the contractor says that 


the building is done the llbraiy will 
at once be moved. The stacks for the 
books have arrived and are being put 
in place and the chairs are already 
here and are now in storage. 
The 


rest of the furniture 
for the 
new 


building has been finished and will be 
shipped as Soon as the board gives the 
order. 


There are a good many little things 


yet to be done in the building but the 
contractors expect to hurry such work 
and have the bmldiag ready at the 
time stated. 


The yard about, the building is to be 


sodded and atone steps leading up from 
the street to the sidewalk will be 
built. 
These steps will be the same 


width as the stops from the sidewalk 
to the building. 


There will be two steps where car- 


riages can stop and then a concrete 
terrace on the level with the walk. 


The board at the meeting Thursday 


night allowed some bills which were 
presented and ordered the renewal of 
some of the books which were 
worn. 


The notion and juvenile books wear 
out more quickly than any of the oth- 
ers and it is often necessary for the 
volumes of this kind to be renewed. 
No more new books will be, bought un- 
til the library has been moved. 


There arc 21,000 volumes In the li- 


brary to be moved and it will be quite 
a, task to get all the books from one 
building to the other. 
In order to 


make matters easier for the librarian 
and her assistants, arrangements will 
be made to allow the patrons of the 
library to take out on one ticket more 
than the usual number of books and 
return them to the new library. In 
this way the public will assist In mov- 
ing the books. It will be necessary to 
close the library for about two weeks 
while the moving is being done. 


WAS IN A RAILROAD WRECK 


Although Sleeping Car in Which He 


Rode, Turned Over, D. S. Shella- 


barger Escaped Unhurt. 


ALL PASSENGERS WERE LUCKY. 


D. S. Shellabarger 
has 
returned 


home after a visit-in Kansas City. He 
was a passenger on the Wabash ex- 
press train which was wrecked near 
St. Charles, Mo,, 
early 
Wednesday 


morning. 
Everyone of the five cars 


in the train went off o£ the rails and 
turned over, but not one of the more 
than one hundred 
passengers 
was 


more than slightly hurt. 
Mr. Shella- 
barger had his right shoulder bruised 
and one of his flnger nails was partly 
torn off. 
The accident happened between 6 


and 6 o'clock in the morning and the 
passengers in the sleeping cars were 
still In bed. Mr. Shellabarger was in 
the lower berth of a compartment car. 
He felt a sudden twist of the car, then 
a Bumpty, bump over the ties for a 
second or two and before he could get 
out of his berth the car turned over 
on its side and he was buried beneath 
all of the bed clothes and everything 
else movable that was in the compart- 
ment. 
A moment after he had disentangled 


himself from beneath 
the 
clothing 


which had been tumbled over upon 
him, 
he heard some one clambering 


over the top of the car and the next 
moment some one kicked the glass 
from the window directly over 
his 


head. 
Against that he protested but 
the brakeman poked his head through 
the window and explained that it was 
necessary for two reasons: First on 
account of the gas which might possi- 
bly be escaping and in order that there 
would be a way out for the passengers. 
Being assured that the coaches were 
steamheated and that there was no 
danger from fire, the Decatur 
man 
stayed to hunt out his clothing. He 
found everything but one shoe, put on 
his clothes and astonished himself by 
the activity he displayed in climbing 
through the window above. 


There was a passenger in the sleep- 
er with Mr. Shellabarger, a man who 
was said to be 94 years 
old. There 
was some difficulty in getting the old 
man through the window and 
then 


down a ladder from his perch on the 
side of the car. 
With 
pillows 
and 
cushions he was made comfortable be- 
side the track 
until 
a relief 
train 


came. 
The engine did not leave the 
rails but all of the cars did. At that 
point the track was on an embankment 
about four feet high. 
The bodies of 


the sleeping cars broke from the trucks 
and fell on their sides at the foot of 
the embankment while the trucks re- 
mained on the embankment. 


GOSSIP OF THE STREET. 


"If I had my way," said a man who 


was an earnest advocate of the Green 
Blver Asphalt company last fall, "the 
company would take up every foot of 
the work they put down. It looks to 
me like It was absolutely worthless 
%od I don't believe that the street can 
be repaired so that it will make an ac- 
ceptable Job.

History of; Ihe Famous Wisconsin Bird 


that Went Tl.rough 


the Wa-. 


Barnum's Offer of That Sum For Old 


Abe Was Refused. 


When in the summer of 1861, the call 


for troops to preserve the Union, none 
responded more 
promptly 
than the 


boys frofti Wisconsin. 


The company which formed at Eau 


Claire became the proud possessor of 
a beautiful eagle, then two months old. 
They named him "Old Abe" in honor 
of the president and when they joined 
the Eighth 
Wisconsin . Infantry, at 


Madison, they took the bird 
with 


them. 


He at once became a universal pet 


and gained for the Eighth the naire ot 
"The Eagle -Regiment," 


When the gallant band left Camp 


Randall for the seat of -war, in Oc- 
tober, 1861, Old Abe accompanied them 
and everywhere on the route ho was 
greeted with greut enthusi.ism, receiv- 
ing the continuous ovation with be- 
coming dignity. 


It was often declared that men car- 


rying with them the national emblem 
of victory could never suffer defeat; 
which prediction proved true. 


They had not long to wait for active 


service, for, live days after breaking 
camp, they engaged in the bauie of 
Freclericksburg, Missouri. At first old 
Abe was wildly 
excited, 
but soon 


calmed down and never after showed 
any signs of fear. He delighted in dan- 
ger and seemed to bear a charmed life. 


Enveloped in smoke and surrounded 


by shot and shell, his shrill scream was 
heard above the din of battle, inspiring 
his comrades to greater enorts and 
more dauntless courage, until they be- 
came known as the "Invinclbles." 


On the third of October, 1862, at the 
battle of Corinth, the regiment was 
greatly alarmed for fear they hud lost 
their mascot. Sterling Price, the oon 
federate general, had given orders that 
Old Abe must be shot or taken pris- 
oner at any cost, saying he would 
rather capture that bird than a whole 
bridage, A continuous fire was direct- 
ed toward him, and a mlnnie ball cut 
the string that conimed him to his 
porch. He soared fur away and disap- 
peared in the heavens, but after a 
few moments his fi lends were great- 
ly relieved to see him returning to h.s 
accustomed place. He was regarded 
with awe and dread by the opposing 
forces, and it is related than in one 
engagement when our men began to 
lose' ground the eagle, seeing the dan- 
ger, with a mightly effort broke the 
restraining cord, and flying directly 
Into the confederate lines flapped ms 
wings in the face of the enemy and 
uttered his piercing screams till they 
broken in confusion and fled, when 
our 
conquering 
hero 
returned in 


triumph to his friends. 


The case is on record, where a react 


soldier deserted to the Union ranks, 
giving his reason that -he could not 
fight against the American eagle. 


In the memorable battle of Jack- 


son, Mississippi, the soldier bird was 
In the front ranks with his regiment, 
and he bore his part in the terrible 
siege of Vlcksburg. 


Old Abe, with his heavy perch, was 


no light weight to 
be 
borne aloft 


through all the vicissitudes of war, 
but, though the soldiei s often suffered 
for food, It WHS seldom that Old Abe 
went hungry, for the whole regiment 
would sometimes turn out to cutch a 
rabbit for his supper. 


The brilliant victory at Hurricane, 


Creek, Louisiana, August 
23rd, Ioo4, 


was a fitting termination to our hero's 
military career. He -had been In the 
thickest of the fight in .twenty-five se- 
vere battles and rfS'inany skirmishes 
but had never tost one' drop of his 
royal blood. 


When the term of enlistment had 


expired, and the eagle company was 
mustered out, the question naturally 
arose as to what should be done with 
the soldier bird. After some discussion 
it was voted .to present him to ihe 
state of Wisconsin. Three years before, 
when entering upon new and untried 
experiences, he hacl excited great curi- 
osity and interest, but his Journey 
home, his head grown white in his 
country's service, 
was 
a triumphal 


march. He was received at Madison 
by Governor Lewis, with appropriate 
ceremonies, on September 26th, .1864, 
and gi«en a room at the capltol. 


From that time until his death he 


was in constant demand at sorter's 
reunions and public 
demonstrations, 


where he was always the center of 
attraction. He attended the Sanitary 
Pair, at Chicago, in the Winter of '64, 
and later the Soldier's Home Fair, 
at Milwaukee, ^here the sale of his 
pictures, sketch of his life, quills etc., 
netted large sums of money for the 
soldier's relief fund. 


He occupied a prominent position 


in agricultural hall, at the Philadel- 
phia Centennia, 
where he was con- 


stantly surrounded with crowds of ad- 
mirers, During the winter of 1878-79, 
he spent two delightful months in Bos- 
ton In the interest of the Old bouth 
Church. 


Old Abe was a magnificent bird. His 


wings measured six feet and a half 
from tip to tip; his plumage was a 
beautiful chocolate with a golden lus- 
ter, his tall white with black spots, 
and his head and neck a pure white. 


P. T. Barnum offered twenty thous- 


and dollars for him, but the propos- 
ition was not even seriously consider- 
ed. 


Intelligent, affectionate and devoted 


to his friends, our fea'thered hero was 
quick to recent an insult, and woe to 
Ihe Htranger who dared to trifle w.ih 
his dignity. 


This king of birds came from a long 


lived race. Eagles have been known to 
live a hundred. years, and Old Abe 
might still be with us had It not ueen 
for a fire at the capitol, near his cage. 
The bird's cries brought help, and he 
was taken to a. place of safety, but It 
was too late. The smoke he Inhaled af- 
fected his lungs, and he went Into a 
rapid decline, and died March 26th, 
1881, In the arms of his devoted atUn- 
Jant.

The news of his death wa« received 


with universal regret and war-scarred 
veterans were not aahamed of the tears 
that rolled down their bronzed cheeks, 
as they talked together of their old 
comrade. 


The taxidermist exerted his utmost 


skill in preserving the" majestic poise 
of the head, and graceful curve of 
the neck, so familiar to those who 
knew Old Abe In life, and he oan now 
be seen in the War Museum, in the 
capitol at Madison, an object of un- 
failing Interest to the tourist.—Four- 
Tiack News.
